Rumor Spreading 
Helps the Enemy 


Calgary, Rumors .recurrnig 
throughout the country that aviation 
gasoline is being wasted at R.C.A.F. 
stations and schools have received 
emphatic denials from Headquarters 
of No, 4 Training Command, Calgary. 

Officers at Air Force Headquarters 
Ottawa, recently stated, “It ig the 
belief of these Headquarters that 
such rumors are deliberately and mel 
iciously originated and then are fur 
ther circulated by innocent and well 
meaning persons, That there is no 
vestige of truth in the matter has 
been proven to the satisfaction of the 
press on previous occasions,” 

One of the chief rumors is to the 
effect that, at air training schools re 
maining gasoline not used on the 
completion of a flight or at the end 
of the day, is dumped out on the 
ground, This is not only false, but 
to the contrary, before an aircraft 
can be. wheeled into its hangar, it 
must be filled with gasoline, This is 
done to avoid evaporation, to fore- 
stall any possibility that a plane 
might go aloft short of gas, and to 
check in case of a crash, 

No member of the Air Force may 
drain the gas tank of a plane with 
out an order signed by the engineer 
ing officer, If the gas tank of an 


is used only for motor transport, elim 
inating any danger that foreign ma- 
terial might be in airplane gasoline, 

To salvage gas from a crashed air 
craft it is drained into drums, filter 
ed and re-used in airplanes, if the 
tanks haven't been damaged. 

Airmen have not the slightest 
chance in the world of obtaining gas 
oline for use in private motor cars, 
Court martial faces them for infringe 
ment of this rule if they could pos- 
sibly get away with the gas from the 
well-guarded hangars. 

War nerves have played an import 
ant part in the battle to date and the 
malicious spreading of rumors is one 
weapon that the enemy find cheap 
and effective, Citizens are urged to 
counteract such rumors and when

keeping his buyiness legitimately be- 
fore the public. 

It is a question if merchandizers 
and their staffs have not reversed too 
strenuously the normal, process of 
salesminship, A good many seem to 
spend more time telling the custem 
ers what he cannot buy, than suggest 
ing substitutes’ or directing attention 
to what is on hand, War condit'ons 
have imposed. many _ restrictions 
which are disconcerting and confus 
ing to the man in business, but if he 
intends to ‘continue:>in business, he 
dare hot neglect the medium of ad- 
vertising, ; 

He ‘still has goods to sell, He still 
wants customers. He has certain 
lines: of stock which he believes com- 
pares fivorably in price and quality 
with those of his competitors, 
unlegs he tells people through regular 
advertising space, how are they: to 
know, On top of the government res 
trictions, he is deliberately restrict- 
‘ing his own immediate chances of 
turnover, and permitting his business 
to lapse in a most essential phase, It

This, decision was reached because of special conditions which 
are certain to prevail in the marketing of the 1942 wheat crop. ‘The 
present arrangement with the Wheat Board provides that a producer 
must deliver 750 bushels in order to qualify fon.carlot price. How- 
ever, it is probable that the first quota will be five bushels to the 
acre and many farmers will not have a sufficient atlotment to deliv. 
er 750 bushels, even although they may have substantial quantities 
of wheat in farm: storage. ,

Thousands of the depth charges 
that the Canadian Navy is dropping 
along the vital sea lanes which must 
be traversed by Allied convoys are 
being made and filled in Canada by 
Canadian workers, according to an 
article in the June issue of CI L 
Oval. 

The most efficient methad of dis 
posing of a submarine is to “bracket” 
it with depth charges, the article
